Thompson seized them and turned them 
over to local game wardens for distri- 
bution among charitable institutions, re- 
serving the shipping tags as evidence.

J. F. W. Eversmann, cashier, ex- 
pressed the hope that depositors would 
be paid in full, but said he could make 
no promise. The German National had 
a Pittsburg municipal deposit of $40,000. 


Comptroller Says Bad Management 
Caused Bank Failure. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Comptrol- 
ler Williams’ informal statement today 
declared bad management was the cause 
of the failure of the German National 
Bank of Pittsburg. He announced that 
the capital and surplus of the bank have 
been wiped out, but that it is too early 
to forecast how much will be paid de- 
positors. Williams’ statement says: 

“The failure of the German National 
Bank of Pittsburg has no significance 
as bearing on the general busienss sit- 
vation, but again illustrates the truth 
of the saying that ‘the way of the trAns- 
gressor is hard.’ 

“This department has been earnestly 
endeavoring to rectify and ameliorate 
the bad conditions which were founi 
to exist in this bank at the beginning of 
this administration. The troubles of 
the bank, however, had progressed too 
far and depositors and shareholdérs are 
paying the price of bad m&nagemen*-. 
The failure was not caused by a run, 
but by a persistent disregard of the ele- 
mentary principles of sound banking.”’

Immediately after noon Representative 
Damron offered an amendment prohib- 
iiing the commission from increasing 
‘the rate above 2 cents until a complete 
investigation, including a physical valua- 
‘tlon of the railroads has been made. 

Representative Simpson of Lewis 
County, in opposing the amendment, in- 
Aicated a belief that the 2%-cent rate 
would be effective within two months 
Representative Damron of Iron: County 
opposed the amendment and offered to 
introduce a motion to reconsider the 
vote of yesterday. Lee withdrew his 
unmendment and Damron made his mo- 
tion. 

Speaker Takes Floor First Time. 

Speaker Boyd \ took the floor in de- 
bate for the first time during the ses 
sion tand opposed the reconsideration. 
Boyd expressed the opinion that under 
the amendment adopted yesterday, the 
Public Service Commission would not 
increase rates without a careful inves- 
tigation of conditions of the roads;. in- 
cluding a physical valuation of the 
properties.

To a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today she said she would 
remain at home for a time and endeavor 
to make «the best of the situation. She 
declared she had made up her mind not 
to discuss for publication her husband’s 
affairs or difficulties. 

To her friends Mrs. Back has said 
that she knew her husband was in 
trouble and that ‘she felt the situation 
keenly, but all she would say to a re- 
porter was that she intended to face 
bthe trouble bravely and would not tal 
about her husband’s difficuities. 

While representing herself as her sis- 
ter-in-law yesterday afternoon, Mrs. 
Back denied that her husband hadspiven 
her a large number of diamonds. She 
was asked by a reporter if Mrs. Back 
possessed many gems and replied 
smilingly, ‘“‘Well, I should say not.”’ 

Contributions to Charity, 

Isadore Mendle, head of the printing 
firm issuing Back’s weekly paper, told 
2 Post-Digpatch reporter that friends of 
Back believed he became involved in hia 
troubles through trying to be too gener- 
ous and emulating the methcds of life of 
wealthy men whom he met through his 
interest in Jewish fraternal and philan- 
thropic work.

Later hé became manager for a branch 
of the same concern In North Broadway 
and then started in businoss for himself 
at 203 North Seventh street.

During the months Back was promot- 
ing the bazar at the Coliseum last year 
for the benefit of the Young Men’s He- 
brew Association, Mendle says he neg- 
lected his clothing business and found 
inost of his trade gone when he tried to 
take it up again after thé bazar had 
not turned out as successfully as he 
had hoped. 

He pajg $6 a month for his flat, and 
his friends frequently commented upon 
his lavish home expenditures. Mendle 
said he had known Back intimately dur- 
ing the last eight years, and that his 
only extravagance, so far as he knew, 
was his love of giving his family the 
best of everything, his desire to do ev- 
erything upon a big scale, both in busi- 
ness enterprises and in social life, and 
his fondness for giving away money. 

Back does not drink, and his friends 
never knew him to play cards for mon- 
ey.

BANK'S LOSS IN 3 
MONTHS $50,000 


Federal Institutjon’s Operating 
Expenses Exceed Receipts 
by That Amount. 


The finances of the Federal reserve 
bank, and the comparatively small use 
made of its facilities by member banks 
in St. Louis, thave been subjects of dis- 
cussion it: banking circles in the last 
few days. 

The bank, in its first three months’ 
operation, is said to have lost something 
more than $0,000, in a comparison of 
receipts with operating expenses. In 
this connection, bankers say that the 
three months in which tke bank has 
been in cperation constitute the “lean” 
period of the year, and that a deficit in 
those months does not preclude a sub- 
stantial balance of profit for the first 
year as a whole. 

Banks Not Borrowing Much. 

What is believed to be more signifi- 
cant, in its. bearing on business condi- 
tions, is the fact that St. Louis banks, 
shaving on hand all the money they 
need for loans, are not borrowing money 
‘from the Federal Reserve Bank, whose 
lowest rate on loans is 4 per cent. It 
was predicted that this failure of banks 
to use their borrowing facilities might 
cause the Federal Reserve Bank to re- 
duce its interest rate to banks, and that 
this, in turn, might tend to lower the 
interest .rates paid by local banks to 
depositors. 

When inquiry was made at the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank, in the Boatmen’s 
Bank Building, about these matters, 
it was stated that a publicity policy as 
to the bank’s affairs had not yet been 
worked out. It was stated, however, 
that the banks in the reserve district, 
outside of St. Louis, had made much 
more use of the loan and rediscounting 
facilities, thus far, than the St. Louis 
banks have made, and that the bank 
has not, in the first three months, made 
a profit. 

Capital Held for Members. 

It was also stated that the bank’s 
policy Was to hold its capital free for 
the use ef member banks, rather than 
to use it to earn dividends, but that, at 
the same time, the year's business :s 
expected to show a favorable balance, 
despite the loss in the first quarter. 

As to the interest rate, it was pointed 
out by officials of the bank that most 
of the institutions in St. Louis which 
accept savings deposits are non-mem- 
bers of the Federal. Reserve system, 
and that for that reason a change in 
the’ Federal Reserve interest rate, should 
one’ be made, would not directly affect 
the present rate of interest, 3% per cent, 
which most of these institutions pay to 
depositors.

President How- 
ard’s action in refusing a large contract 
to furnish shrapnel for the allies, be- 
capse of his religious principles, at- 
tracted wide attention. 

The foundry, whose list of employes 
has run as high ag 3230, now hag 900 men 
at work, and many of these are not 
working full time: The men are paid 
in part with orders on the commissary 
department, in which food supplies are 
sold at a low rate. 

Some of the company’s regular em- 
ployes who are not ncw working, be- 
cause of the slackness of production, are 
being supplied with provisions, for 
which they will owe the company until 
they go to work again.

It was Rot 
lighted. They split and tore off the 
end of its fuse so as to make it look 
that way. And Baldo set his bomb be- 
fore I did mine. 

“Saturday night when we were on our 
way back up town he says to me: 

“*After this we will get Rockefeller. 
I know where he lives.’ 

“Then he showed me where Vander- 
bilt Alves. 

“But you had work?’ 

“Yes, I was employed, but you and 
I differ. If you have a full stomach 
you don’t care how many are hungry. I 
do care. I know, I see it. In my own 
family there are 12 people. The old 
man is just a bootblack and doesn’t get 
very much. I got $11 a week, but they 
eat at our house. 

‘Just because I was at work did not 
blind me so that I could not see those 
who had nothing, who had no work. 

“Rags to wear and not enough of 
them even! Scraps to eat and sometimes 
not even scraps! 

“Those are things you people do not 
know about; you don’t see it aa we do. 

As the interview closed, Carbone ad-

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Brigadier- 
General Hugh 1. Fox Scott, Chief of 
Staff, United States Army, who has 
fought or pacified thousands of red, ye!- 


low and brown men, has gone to Utah 
to try to settle peacefully the trouble 
with the Piute Indians who have quit 
their reservation. He will attempt to 
induce the Piutes to surreyder the son 
of their chief, who is charged with mur- 
der. 

The General will proceed by rail to 
Morrison, Utah. At that point he will 
strike into the mountains on horseback 
for a distance of 170 mile’ through the 
snow. . 

Besides Col. Michis, his aid, Gen.*Scott 
will be accompanied by an orderly. It 
is also possible that he will take with 
him some Navajo Indians living in the 
vicinity, to act as guides and to make 
camp. The Piutes are well armed and 
have repulsed the State authorities. Re- 
ports to the Indian Office say there are 
nearly 200 Piute warriors_off the reserva- 
tion. 

Gen. Scott has fought, regulated or 
pacified Spaniards, Cubans, Filipinos and 
Mexicans. He has been a frontier and 
jungle cavalryman for 38 years.

ELECTION. RULES 
FOR CANDIDATES 


Associate City Counselor Holds 
Man Must Have Been Tax- 
payer 2 Calendar Years. 


LICENSE RAYER ELIGIBLE 


Office Seeker Cannot Qualify 
Because He Holds Stock in 
Assessed Corporation. 


Uncertainty as to the qualification of 
many vandidates for the Board of -Al- 
dermen led members of the Election 
Board and the city Law Degartment to- 
day to outline the following rules gov- 
erning the election to a reporter of the 
Post-Dispatch: 

1, A candidate tp qualify, if elect- 
ed April 6, must) have paid taxes 
and been assessed) for either general 
taxes or a merchant’s license tax, 
since April 6, , two years next 
before his electfon as required by the 
new charter. 

2.-No candidate, even if disquali- 
fied as a non-taxpayer, may with- 
draw his name from the primary 
élection March %, but if nominated | 
at the primary, may resign as a 
candidate before the election, April 6. 
Such vacar@ies must be filled by the 
respective City Central Committee. 

8. The names of those receiving 
the highest vote in the primary 
must be printed on the ballot April 
6, unless a court order restrains the 
election beard. Under the new char- 
ter, the Board of Aldermen shall be 
the judge of the qualifications of its 
thembets. The State law provides 
that Circuit Court shall have juris- 
diction in contested municipal elec- 
tions. If a candidate receiving the 
highest vote were ousted by the court 
for not having the necessary qualifi- 
cations it would not follow that the 

‘candidate having the next highest 
vote would be seated by the court. 

A vacancy might be declared, which 

could be filled only at another elec- 

tion, special or regular. 

4. A member of a copartnership 
which is assessed "tor taxes, is there- 
by individually assessed under the 
law. An officer or stockholder of a 
corporation may not claim to be as- 
sessed because of any assessment 
made against the corporation. 
Numerous candidates who are in doubt 

as to their qualification appealed to As- 
sociate City Counselor Daues for an 
interpretation of the new charter, which 
he issued yesterday. 

Must Be Taxpayer Two Years. 
Daues contends that an Alderman 

must have been assessed for general 
taxes or a merchant’s license tax since 
April 6, 1913, in order to comply with 
the charter proviso that “no person. 
shali become an Alderman except he 

* *  ® ghall Rave been. next before 
his election * * * two years an as- 
sessed taxpayer of the city.’’ 

Delegate Henry Klug, who is a car- 
didate in the Republican primary from 
the Tenth Ward, has been assessed on 
a ‘“‘politician’s lot’’ since June 1, 1913, and 
was told by Daues that he was not 
qualified because the assessment did not 
commence on or before April 6, 1912 
although Kiug had bought his lot and 
had it recorded in March, 1913. Klug 
says he has been advised by .private 
counsel that he may qualify because he 
was assessed for taxes June 1, 1913, and 
June 1, 1914, the two annual taxation 
dates prior to the coming election for 
Board of Aldermen. Daues ruled that 
the phrase “two years’’ means two cai- 
endar years of 365 days each. 

A candidate from a North End ward 
in the Republican primary called upon 
Daues ard explained that he had been 
assessed for personal taxes every year 
for a decade except for June, 1913, 
through an oversight in the Assessor's 
office. Daues told him that he could 
not qualify and the candidate was in 
gloom for several days, until he recalled 
that he paid a merchant’s licensé as a 
druggist and was assessed every year 
on an ad valorem basis. 

Qualifies Under License. 

He again consulted Daues, who told 
him that. the State Supreme Court had 
decided such assessment was equivalent 
to assessment for general taxes, and 
that the druggist was qualified to be an 
Alderman, 

Alexander Galt, 63 Vandeventer place, 
candidate in the Twentieth Ward, was 
informed by Daues that he could not 
qualify because he was not individually 
assessed for property on which he has 
paid taxes through a corporation of 
which he is president. Galt resides with 
his mother, against whom the personal 
property in the Galt home is assessed. 
Daues suys he has been questioned by 
at least forty candidates or their agents, 
rho were not certain of their standing 


‘As assessed taxpayers for the proper 


period. 

Chairman Drabelle and Secretary 
Wright of the Election Board, told a re- 
porter yerterday that the board was an 
aqministrative body with no jurisdiction 
to quéstion the qualifications of a can- 
didate for the Board of Aldermen. The 
primary law governing St. Louis pro- 
hibits withdrawals by candidates in the 
primary. The general election laws per/ 
mit resignations by those who are nomi- 
nated, and provide that vacancies on 
& party ticket caused by death, resigna- 
tion or otherwise, shall be filled by the 
City Central Committee in St. Louis. 

If an unqualified man were nominated 
at the pthrary and élected to the board, 
me could be segred by a tmajurity of the 
bourd if they so yoted, but might be re-

torney or Attorney-General were to file 
quo warranto proceedings against the 
disqualified member.

Routes Are From Points Beyond 
King’s Highway to Fourth 
Street; 75 Jitneys Running. 


More than 75 jitney automobiles were 
in service in St. Louis today and their 
business was limitea only by their ca- 
pacity. Despite the chill in the air there 
was so great a demand for this form of 
transportation that several plans were 
put under way to enlarge the service on 
the present routes and to start new 
lines. 

The Motors Service Co. had 35 cars in 
commission, the St. Louis Rapid Transit 
Co. had 15 and an independent line on 
the Seuth Side operated 10 cars. 

Three Ten-Cent Lines. 

Three lines from points west of King’s 
highway were put in operation; one 
from Union avenue and Lindell boule- 
vard, another from Union and Water- 
man avenues, and a third from Delmar 
and Hamilton avenues. The terminus of 
these lines is Fourth street and Wash- 
ington avenue, and the fare is 10 cents. 

In addition to the three principal 
lines operating from Delmar and Tay- 
lor avenues, Grand avenue and Olive 
street and Grand and Lafayette ave- 
nues, 20 or more independent machines 
were being run in various parts of the 
city. Drivers of some of these cars 
skirmished for trade along the estab- 
lished routes, picking up passengers 
who had been unable to crowd into the 
regular jitneys. . 

A. D. Branham, assistant traffic man- 
ager of the St. Louis Rapid Transit Co., 
operating from Grand avenue and Olive 
street to Fourth street, said that begin- 
ning tomorrow the western terminus of 
this line would be at Vandeventer ave- 
nue and Olive street. Every auto run- 
ning over this Olive street route has 
been crowded. 

One Passenger a Minste. 

One driver reported that he carried 
an average of one passenger a minute 
on this line yesterday.. In making this 
estimate he counted his actual running 
time. « With 10 passengers in his. car 
he would make the run downtown in 
10 minutes. Then he would pick up 10 
more passengers and take them to the 
western terminus at Grand avenue in 
the same length of time. 

M. W. Bond, manager of the South 
Side Independent line today said cars 
would be started from Sidney street and 
Grand avenue, Cherokee street and 
Grand avenue and Chippewa street ani 
Grand avenue Monday. These will take 
the shortest route to South Broadway 
and then run north to Broadway and 
Chouteau avenue. 

Several jitney lines are ‘in operation 
in St. Louis County. One runs from 
Maplewood to Webster Groves and an- 
other covers a 20-mile run between 
Forest Park and Gumbo on the Olive 
street road, passing through Clayton. 

Six independent cars were in opera- 
tion along the route of the Weliston 
street car line today and there was a 
demand for more.

PRICE OF FLOUR GOES DOWN 
BO CENTS; STILL ABOVE NORMAL 


Lower by 1.50 a Barrel Than in 
January, but 50 Per Cent Higher 
Than Year Ago. 

The price of flour, which has been 
abnormally high for several months, 
has dropped 50 cents a barrel in the 
past week, and is $1.50 a barrel lower 
than in January, but is still about 50 
rer cent higher than a year ago. Fur- 
ther reductions will depend on _ the 
wheat market, and the opening of the 
Dardanelles to the Russian grain traf- 

fic would send the price tumbling. 

The best grade of flour, which sold to 
retailers and bakers in January at §$8 
a barrel, and which last week was $7, 
is now $6.50. The price of the same 
grade of flour, a year ago, was $4.75 a 
bgrrel. The retail price to the consum- 
er buying flour by the barrel has bee. 
reduced to correspond with the lower 
wholesale price, and there has been a 
slight reduction to those who buy by 
the sack. Large’ grocery stores dre 
selling at $7.30 to $7.70 a barrel the flour 


and up. 

Bakers say the lower price of flour 
will not mean an increase in the size of 
the loaf of bread, as they say very little 
change was made because of the in- 
crease in price of flour. .

Fear of the 
opening of the Dardanelles, with 
shipments of wheat from Russia, and 
uncertainty over Great Britain's em- 
bargo policy ,still were the dominat- 
ing factors in the speculation. A per- 
tect weather me for domestic winter 
wheat influenced some selling of the 
July option. A violent break marked 
the close on peace rumors. Final prices 
were 6c lower than yesterday. 

Corn futures were easy in sym- 
pathy with wheat, but the selling was 
not aggressive. eceipts were small 
and shipments liberal, and indications 
are for a reduced market movement 
from now forward.

The reports of losses are Seri- 
ous; our estimate of the quantity avail- 
able for export must be reduced by 7,- 
260.0000 bu; shipments are small, owing 
to scarcity of arrivals. At the begin- 
ning of January the Argentine wheat 
surplus available for export was offi- 
Cially estimated at about 132,000,000 bu, 
but during January this estimate waa 
reduced by 11,000,000 bu. The further 
reduction reported in the above cable 
would bring the export surplus down to 
abut 118,500,000 bu 
Russell's News, New York, said: ‘‘De- 
mand for cash wheat is less pronounced, 
but there are export orders in the mar- 
ket, and a fair business is possible if 
wheat can be obtained. There appeared 
to be very little interest in export corn, 
and a very moderate demand for oats.”’
